State College at Orono. 


Second Annual Commencement, 

The commencement season at the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts, at 
Orono—from the Baccalaureat of President Al- 
len on Sunday evening, to the exquisite har- 
mony discoursed by the Germania Band on 
Wednesday evening, was full of interest :—an 
interest manifested in the larger attendance, 
in the higher rank of those who took part in 
the exercises, and in the deeper attention of 
the audiences than was observable at the com- 
mencement last year. The Baccalaureat Dis- 
course of Rey. Dr. Allen, President of the In- 
stitution, was an able, well written and admir- 
ably delivered production, from the text, “Be 
not carried about with divers and strange doc- 
tines, &c.,’’ in which he guarded young men 
against the common error, on the one hand, of 
clinging with a blind prejudice and stubborn 
tenacity to old notions, and on the other of 
having no settled principles of belief, no true 
convictions of duty, no firm rule of absolute 
right. Inthe unfolding and application of 
this idea he was sufficiently liberal and equally 
conservative, producing one of the finest writ- 
ten and most effective discourses ever delivered 
in Maine. Monday was devoted to examina- 
tions, and in the evening the President’s Levee 
was held at his residence on the Collége cam- 
pus. It was largely attended—Gov. Perham 
and many other prominent gentlemen being 
present—and was an occasion of rare, social 
and intellectual enjoyment. 

On Tuesday, the forenoon was occupied by 
examinations. The Seniors were examined in 
Political Economy by President Allen; the 
Juniors in Astronomy by Prof. M. C. Ferna!d; 
the Juniors and Sophomores in English Litera- 
ture by President Allen; the Freshmen in 
Physics by Prof. M. C. Fernald; the Juniors in 
Civil Engineering, by Prof. Pike, and the 
Freshmen in French by Prof. Atwater. These 
several exercises were highly interesting, and 
evinced faithful instruction on the part of the 
professors and earnest study on that of the 
students. In the afternoon occurred the mili- 
tary drill, the students drilling first as a batal- 
ion under command of Capt. H. B. Thayer as 
Major, after which thirty-two gave a most 
commendable company drill, followed bya skir- 
mish drill at the call of the bugle, which was 
performed ‘‘as if they meant it.’’ The display 
concluded with adress parade. Throughout 
all of these movements and evolutions the stu- 
dents presented excellent deportment and drill, 
which afforded much enjoyment to the large 
number of spectators present. 

In the evening occurred the prize exhibition 
of the Juniorand Sophomore classes; the form- 
er presenting original essays, and the latter 
giving select declamations.

he presented with great directness and ability. 
He compared ancient and modern systems of 
learning and manner of life, and acoounted for 
the downfall of the former, and the elevation 
of the latter, on the ground that the ancients 
devised ingenious theories only, devoting their 
time to the elucidation of abstract principles, 
neglecting the useful arts; while modern sci- 
ence and thought has been devoted to the de- 
velopment of the useful arts of life and to their 
direct application in alleviating the wants and 
necessities of mankind. Mr. Holt’s essay was 
plainly practical, but full of quaint and unde- 
niable common sense. Devoted mainly to the 
simple topic of the management of our com- 
mon roads, it contained many useful sugges- 
tions, and while somewhat out of the beaten 
line of commencement themes, was at the 
s*me time highly creditable, and we are glad 
to see a departure from the old routine in this 
particular. If he but live to carry Out, in this 
State only, the recommendations of his essay, 
he will deserve a monument higher than that 
on Bunker Hill! ‘‘Education for the Times,” 
by Mr. Oak was a manly defence of the ‘“‘New 
Education’’—an education that shall fit man 
for the duties of real life, educating him men- 
tally and physically, to be useful, polished and 
dignified; able to turn his mental acquirement 
to the production of something that shall be 
of direct service in real life. The sciences af- 
ford as good a mental training as the languages, 
and while the former are available at almost 
every step in life, the latter are cf little real 
value. Mr. Reed’s manner was modest and 
earnest, and his exposition of the relations be- 
tween science and the church, fair, candid, and 
such as received thoughtfulattention. Science 
is not opposed to the church, it has in fact 
been the instrument of confirming in the most 
convincing manner many of the assertions of 
the Bible. The church need not fear that sci- 
ence will overthrow the Bible, and tbat spirit 
is narrow and ungenerous that refuses its aid. 
The tendency of all scientific investigation, 
honestly conducted, is to establish the truths 
of divine inspiration. In the ‘Unity of Life’’ 
Mr. Scribner gave an ingenious and pleasing 
review of the unity and harmony of all ani- 
maland vegetable life. The air, the earth, 
the sea, are full of myriads of forms of 
animate and inanimate existence. The worm 
and the lion, the animalcule and the whale, 
the tiny flower and the mammoth pine, the 
monad and the man are made up from the ag- 
gregation of simple cells, and their lives are 
governed by the same laws. Throughout the 
universe there is a unity and harmony of all 
living forms, and these have their origin, their 
existence and their destiny from and in the 
Great First Cause whom man cannot fathom or 
comprehend. The production shew much fa- 
miliarity with the Natural Sciences and was 
delivered in an earnest, effective manner. Mr. 
Thayer, spoke of the different zones as the 
abode of animal and vegetable life, and traced 
the influence of temperature and location not 
only upon plants and animals, but ufon man. 
In the northern regions we find but few plants, 
and man is small in stature and hardy in frame; 
in the tropics are found a prodigality of vege- 
table and animal life, but man is indolent and 
inactive; in the temperate zone we haye the 
best conditions to develope a healthy, happy 
existence. The Creator made no mistake when 
he directed the Pilgrims to the cold and barren 
coast of New England. It is the favored spot 
of the northern temperate zone; the place to 
produce the best men and the best minds of 
the country. His essay was well written and 
ranked high in every respect. Asa whole, 
and compared with those of the first gradua- 
tion, the parts reflected great credit upon the 
students and upon the Institution, and were 
sufficiently destructive 4s to form a subject of 
agreeable remark, that our State College is 
demonstrating its individuality, and showing 
to all its aim and scope as a means of giving a 
through practical and useful training and ed- 
ucation to its pupils. Solid, earnest, hard 
work, were manifest in every part presented. 
At the close of the exercises the degree of Civ- 
il Engineer was conferred upon Russell W. 
Eaton, George H. Hamlin, Fred W. Holt, and 
Charles E. Reed, and the degree of Bachelor 
of Science upon John M. Oak, Frank L. Serib- 
ner, Harvey B. Fhayer, and also upon Eber 
Davis Thomas of the class of 1872. 

The Commencement Dinner was a bountiful 
repast, served in the large hall of the Orono 
House, to which those who sat down did ample 
justice. After dinner able and graceful speeches 
were made by His Excellency Gov. Perham, 
Hon. Hannibal Hamlin, and Hon. Fred N. Dow 
of the Council; eloquent and stirring speeches 
were made by Hon. A. M. Robinson of the 
Examining Committee—a tried and valued 
friend of the College—Hons. E. G. Harlow and 
R. W. Files of the Governor’s Council, and 
Rey. Mr. Gurney of Foxcroft; and appropriate 
and gentlemanly speeches were also made by 
Mr. Rey. Thayer of Garland, Profs. Fernaldand 
Atwater and Mr. G. H. Hamlin of the graduating 
class and President of the Alumni—President 
Allen himself making a grand speech at the 
opening of the exercises, and presiding with 
that courtesy and dignity which so admirably 
fit him for such positions. Briefer speeches 
were made by several gentlemen, and the talk- 
ing was continued until the hour set for the 
address of His Excellency Gov. Perham. Al- 
though this was not prepared especially for the 
occasion, yet it abounded in illustrations and 
advice of great value to all young men, partic- 
ularly to those just starting out in life for 
themselves; and in enforcing the principles up- 
on which success is founded, it was well calcu- 
lated to receive thoughtful attention from the 
young men before whom it was pronounced. 
In this particular, nothing could have been 
more fitting for the occasion and place. It was 
spoken to a large audience and during its de- 
livery he was many times heartily applauded. 
In the evening, the concert by the Germania 
Band, assisted by Mrs. J. M. Osgood, was 
greeted by a crowded house. ’ 

During the early morning of Wednesday an 
hour or two was spent at the college buildings 
and grounds. yen thus early in the day a 
goodly number of interested persons were go- 
ing through the buildings and about the

Atwater, having accepted a call from Middle- 
ton University will vacate the chair of Chem- 
istry, and his place will be filled by the Trus- 
tees, the matter of correspondence and selec- 
tion having been left in the hands of a commit- 
tee for that purpose. -G. H. Hamlin C. E. of 
the graduating class, has been elected as as- 
sistant in the Department of Civil Engineer- 
ing, Prof. Pike being much overworked and 
needing the help of a tutor. The plan of re- 
taining as his assistant one of its own gradu- 
ates, isa good one for the college, and the 
Trustees have acted wisely in so doing.

Enterprise in Androscoggin County. 


For several years the Grand Trunk Railroad 
has run a milk car from Soith Paris to Port- 
land. Although at first the quantity of milk 
carried was not large, yet as farmers learned 
there was a profit in the business, it gradually 
increased, till it grew to an extensive business 
all along the line of the road. This road passes 
through the towns of Minot and Poland in An- 
droscoggin county; and here many enterpris- 
ing farmers located within convenient reach of 
the several stations in these towns engaged ex- 
tensively in the business. Indeed, the leading 
business on the best farms was making milk. 
It was their specialty. They received ior it 
forty cents per eight quart can at the station 
in Portland in winter and thirty-five in sum- 
mer. The road carried it for two and a half 
cents per can. The business for a year or two 
had peen rapidly increasing. Farmers were 
prospering. Last winter they were notified by 
the authorities of the road that after a speci- 
fied date they would be charged eight cents per 
can for transportation instead of the rates which 
had so long prevailed. Of course this caused 
dissatisfaction, and an effort was made to get 
these exorbitant rates reduced. Instead, how- 
ever, of making any concessions, the road re- 
fused to transport milk atany price. Thus 
was a business which had assumed considera- 
ble importance prostrated at once. Those pro- 
ducers within reach of Lewiston turned their 
product in that direction; some in East Poland 
carry by team several miles to Danville Junc- 
tion and still send to Portland by the Maine 
Central. Far the larger part had no outlet for 
their product. 

A proposition was made to erecta cheese 
factoryat Mechanic Falls. Ina short time suf- 
ficient stock was taken, and the building was 
put under contract to be built ready for use in 
earlysummer. It is now making a large quan- 
tity of milk into a good quality of cheese. 

ke people of West Minot, tour miles from 
the above place, not liking to carry their milk 
so far, went quietly at work to raise the wind 
for a factory of their own, and, even before 
many of their townsmen had heard of the en- 
terprise, had a factory under contract. Ic has 
for some time been in operation. The two are 
working up the product of several hundred 
vows. 

At Minot Corner, about four miles from each 
of the above named places, through the perse- 
vering efforts ot the enterprising farmers of 
that vicinity, a corn-canning factory is being 
erected, which will be ready for canning as 
soon as the corn is grown. 

The farmers at and near Mechanic Falls, not 
wishing to be outdone by their neighbors in 
any enterprise designed to promote prosperity 
among them, have secured the erection of a 
corn factory at their village to be ready fer op- 
eration in September. Thus at three points 
only four miles apart, representing three an- 
gles of a triangle, have been erected this sea- 
son, two cheese factories and two canning es- 


the perseverance manifested by the farmers and 
others in that vicinity cannot be too highly 
commended, and is worthy of imitation. They 


stick to it. They also believe in progress, and 
are willing to put their shoulders to the wheel 
to help along new enterprises which promise 
success. 

Yet the above isnot all. In the same vicin- 
ity are grown and put up twelve to fifteen hun- 
dred barrels of cucumber pickles annually. 
These sell, put up, for twelve to fifteen dollars 
perbarrel. Large quantities of garden “truck” 
are also grown. This finds « ready market at

Gardeners are often pestered by ants making 


garden walk, and heretofore we have not known 
a really successful remedy for the annoyance. 
Ants, to be sure, have a right to make these 
homes or hills, bat we have also a good right 
to keep them from our cultivated grounds. J. 
D. Pierce, Esq. of this city, who is one of our 
best and most successful gardeners, informs us 
that he has for two or three years driven them 
from his garden by treating them to a shower 
of strong chamber ley. ‘It has been tried long 
enough to testits value, and it is confidently 
recommended to all gardeners asa sure remedy 
for this pest. One or two trials is sufficient. 

Arrangements have been made with Mr. 
Woodward Thompson of Gardiner, inventor of 
the ‘‘ Patent Road Planer and Maker,’’ by which 
he is to give an exhibition of this implement 
on the main track, during the approaching 
State Fair in Bangor. The trial is to be made 
at such time as will command for it the public 
attention it deserves, and we hope it will serve 
to bring this really useful machine—the only 
sensible road-scraper ever invented—into gen- 
eral use. 

Prof. M. ©. Fernald is now conducting a 
scientific party to determine the altitude of Mt. 
Katahdin, which has never been exactly ascer- 
tained. The party left Orono on Friday morn- 
ing of last week, and consists of several gen- 
tlemen of high scientific reputation, together 
with the members of the late graduating class 
of the Maine State College.

For the Maine Farmer, 
Ravages of the Rose-bug. 


(Melelontha Subspinosa.) 


I have been unable to obtain a specimen of 
the beetle whose depredations on my fruit trees 
I briefly described in a letier published in the 
Farmer of July 19th. By the time I received 
my paper containing said letter, those insects 
had vamosed, leaving sad momentoes of their 
visit. While they were doing their work on 
my trees, a gentleman visiting me from Massa- 
chusetts, told me it was the well knuwn rose- 
bug which has for many years in Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut and all the southern part 
of New England, been a great scourge to gar- 
dens and fruit trees generally. A neighbor al- 
so told me recently he recognized it as the 
‘*yose-bug,’’ which was plentiful in Connecti- 
cut where he resided nearly or quite forty 
years ago. Having obtained the loan of a 
copy of ‘*Harris’ Insects Injurious to Vegeta- 
tion’? a few days since, I have been booking 
myself up somewhat on that ‘*bug,’’ and send 
you the subjoined brief extracts for the inform- 
ation and warning of our fruit-growers who, 
I doubt not, are about to experience the sore 
trials with these insects which have been prev- 
alent in our neighboring States for so long a 
time. 

Harris says, ‘‘Common as this insect is in 
the vicinity of Boston, it is, or was a few 
years ago. unknown in the northern and west- 
ern parts of Masschusetts, New Hampshire 
and in Maine.’’ It may be well, therefore, to 
give a brief description of it. This beetle 
measures seven twentieths of an inch in length. 
It’s body is slender, tapers before and behind, 
and is entirely covered with very short and 
close ashen-yellow down; the thorax is long 
and narrow, angularly“widened in the middle 
of each side, which suggested the name su/- 
spinosa, or somewhat spined; the legs are 
slender and of a pale red cvlor; the joints of 
the feet are tipped with” black, and are ver} 
long, which caused Latreille to call the genius 
Macrodactylus, that is, long toe or long {foot 
‘The prevalence of this insect on the rose, and 
its annual appearance coinciding with the blos- 
soming of that flower, have gained for it the 
popular name by which it is now known. For 
sometime after they were first noticed, rose- 
bugs appeared to be confined to their favorite, 
the blossoms of the rose; but within forty 
years they have prodigiously increased in num- 
bers, have attacked at random, various kinds 
of plants in swarms, and have become notori- 
ous for their extensive and deplorable ravages. 
The grape-vine in particular, the cherry, plum, 
and apple trees, have annually suffered by their 
depredations; many other fruit trees and 
shrubs, garden vegetables and corn, and even 
the trees of the forest and the grass of the 
telds, have been laid under contribution by 
these indiscriminate feeders, by whom leaves, 
flowers anc fruits are alike consumed. The 
unexpected arrival of these insects in swarms, 
at their first coming, and their sudden disap- 
pearance at the close of their career are re- 
markable tacts in their history. They come 
forth from the ground during the second week 
in June, or about the time ot the blossoming 
of the damask rose, and remain thirty or forty 
days. At the end of this period the males be- 
come exhausted, fall to the ground and perish, 
while the females enter the earth, lay their 
eggs, return to the surface, and, after linger- 
ing a few days, die also.” The author pro- 
ceeds to describe the minute facts connected 
with laying the eggs and hatching. The fe- 
male lays about thirty eggs which are hatched 
in twenty days. Then follows a description of 
the habits of the larvae, the developement of 
the pupa and the various changes from the egg 
to the perfect beetle, which are all completed 
within one year. He then says: 

‘*Such being the metamorphoses and habits 
of these insects, it is evident we cannot attack 
them in the egg, the grub, or the pupa state; 
the enemy in these stages is beyond our reach, 
and is subject to the control only of the natur- 
al but unknown means appointed by the Au- 
thor of Nature to keep tune insect tribes in 
check. When they have issued from their 
subterranean retreats, and have congregated 
upon our vines, trees and other vegetable pro- 
ductions, in the complete enjoyment of their 
pensities, we must unite our ¢ fforts to seize 
and crush the invaders. They must indeed be 
crushed, scalded or burned, to deprive them of 
lite, for they are not affected by any of the ap- 

lications usaally found destructive to other 
insects.’’ Instances are cited in which these 
insects were in such numbers and so destruct- 
ive to trees and shrubs as to cause great alarm 
and extraordinary means have been adopted to 
destroy them.

A Chapter on Turkey Breeding. 


In a recent number of the Farmer, your cor- 
eupeneats W. H. Jordan, wishes me to write 
a chapter or two on the general management 
of turkeys; selection of breeding stock, &c. 

Old turkeys are the best to breed from; 
giving larger, stronger and more vigorous tur- 
ey chicks than young turkeys. Extra fine 
young hens do very well to breed from, if one 
cannot do better. Turkey chicks from an ex- 
tra young ‘‘tom’’ of a year old, will be nearly 
or quite as fine as from an older one. 

2. Turkey’s eggs will not (as a general 
thing) hatch better under hens than under 
turkeys. There was some good reason for Mr. 
Jordan's eggs (set under his turkey) not hatch- 
ing. Those who set hens on turkey’s eggs, 
alm(st always give them too many; seven or 
eight, early in the season, for the largest 
reeds of hens, is none too small a number. 
Nine or ten may be put under them after the 
weather gets warmer. If these rules are ob- 
served, strong, lively turkeys will be the re- 
sult. Mr. Jordan and others can judge for 
themselves, why turkeys’ eggs set under hens, 
hatch out so puny and weak chicks. Itisa 
good plan to put earth in the boxes, under- 
neath, for all kinds of eggs when setting them. 

3d. I have found by experience, that 
there is not so much depending on the kind of 
food given young turkeys to insure success in 
rearing them, as there is in the method prac- 
ticed in feeding. Feed little and often is the 
rale, for véry young turkeys; three ov four 
times a day will do for older ones; care being 
taken that they do not over load their crops. 
Turkeys are voracious eaters, and no wonder, 
the largest breeds, (with the males) have to 
increase their size from the egg 150 to 175 
times, or more, as the Case may 4 

4th. In closing I wish to sy, give good 
care through the winter to your breeding stock 
of turkeys; feed regularly and give them a 
good chance to exercise. A cattle yard will 
suit them well. Too close confinement, and 

etting the turkeys too fat, is to be avoided. 
But little corn should be fed atter the middle 
of March. After they get out to grass, oats 
night and morning is «ll they require for feed. 
Too close confinement, feeding on corn too long 
in the spring, and getting my turkeys too fat, 
caused me quite a serious loss the past spring, 
nearly all of my turkeys having laid more or 
less soft shelled eggs. Especially was this the 
case with a fine silver bronze hen of 23 pounds 
weight, (at one year and nine months oi age). 
Nearly all of her eggs were soft shelled, and 
of course not fit to set. One should practice 
what he preaches, and | hope to be able to do 

so in the future. S.

Raising Turkeys. 


I saw in the Farmer of July 26th,an en- 
quiry in regard to raising turkeys. 

I have had several years experience in the 
business, but have not yet become very well 
skilled. I would like, however, to give what 
little information I have obtained by practice. 
The enquirer wishes to know if turkey's eggs 
will not hateh better under hens than turkeys; 
also, hcw to manage to have turkeys hatch 
their eggs. As far as my experience goes, the 
eggs hatch as well, if not better, under tur- 
keys than hens. Last spring I set over fifty 
eggs under hens—only two failed to hatch. I[ 
set alsoa large number under turkeys. None of 
them failed. I usually set my turkeys on their 
second lot of eggs,—they hardly ever fail of 
hatching every one. I commonly set them in 
the barn with a little hay under them, though 
they sometimes have their nests on the ground 
and hatch equally as well. [have usually 
kept young turkeys, both male and female, 
and have come to the conclusion that that is 
not the best way, thotigh we get eggs earlier 
from young. One taing about raising turkeys 
is certain; they do much better to run at large 
with the old turkey, even if they are not fed 
from the time they hatch until fall, than they 
do to run with hens. If hatched under hens 
they are liable to become lousy, are commonly 
fed a good deal too much at first, and quite 
likely half of the.o will die before they are a 
month old. - 

My second lot of turkeys are generally about 
as good in the fall as the first, though not 
hatched till six weeks later. [ never lose any 
when they run with the old ones, unless some- 
thing catches them. There is danger of their 
being caught if near the woods or near a brook. 
But there is not much trouble about this if 
one can manage to get them up nights. R.

For the Maine Farmer, 
Farming in Northern Aroostoox. 


Since reading in the Farmer the account of 
some of the farms in Moulton, I will venture 
to make a statement of some of my farming 
operations. Seven years ago I turned under 
three acres with a liberal coat of barn dress- 
ing, planted most of it to potatoes and barvest- 
ed 300 bushels per acre. The next year I 

lanted to potatoes with about the same yield. 

he next spring I sowed it to wheat and seed- 
ed down; threshed 69 bushels from the piece. 
The two first_years that [ mowed it, it averaged 
about two tons of hay per acre. Last year the 
grass was very heavy; I got nine large loads 
for a pair of oxen from it. 

Lasi spring | sowed 100 pounds of plaster 
per acre. Last week I cut and harvested into 
my barn eleven and three-foarths tons of nice 
hay from the same piece. There were 350 
cocks on the piece, averaginz 67 pounds each. 
I have three acres of eq > planted this year. 
They are looking finely. Our market for pota- 
toes is a starch factory near by us, where we

the greatest ease. For summer propagation 
we need a moist atmosphere aud shade; these 
can be best secured by means of an ordinary 
hot bed or cold-frame, the glass being coated 
with common whitewash or whitening and 
skimmed milk. If this does not furnish shade 
enough, a straw mat or some evergreen boughs 
may be laid over during the hottest part of the 
day. In the absence of sash, a lath frame cov- 
ered with cotton cloth will answer a good pur- 
pose, and we have used common grocers’ box- 
es, without top or bottom, with a clota tacked 
over, with good results. The soil of the bed 
should be very poor and sandy, or pure sand 
may be used. in such a bed as this cuttings 
of the jast ripening shoots of most of our or- 
namental shruos will root readily. Weigelas, 
Deutzias, Hydrangeas, Roses, and a great 
many other things can be multiplied with but 
little trouble. Cuttings of thejust hardening 
wood of three or four joints are put into the 
sand, which is to be pressed firmly about them. 
The sand is kept moist by proper watering, 
and air given when the sun is very hot. As 
soon as the cuttings strike root they are to be 
removed to good soil, where they can be shaded 
until they become well established. A bed of 
this kind will be found very useful for striking 
cuttings of such plants as are to be kept in 
the house over winter. Vigorous young plants 
of Geraniums, Verbenas, Ouphea (Uigar- 
plant), etc., will generally give much greater 
satisfaction than old plants that are potted af- 
ter having been in the open border all summer. 
Those who have never tried it will be surprised 
to find how many nice plants for themselves, 
or to give away to their friends, will come out 
of a propagating bed like this.— American Ag- 
riculturist. 


Gapes and Lice ia Chickens, 


When the cause of a complaint is known 
the remedy is easily found. The cause of 
gapes is the presefice of worms in the chick- 
ens’ throat. The worms are supposed b 
some to be the larvee of lice which infest the 
fowls. The chicks hatched are free from lice; 
they must therefore come from the hens. Lice 
abound in filth, and are absent from perfectly 
clean houses and yards. Therefore clean out 
the roosting places thoroughly; no half meas- 
ures willdo. Let there be no wooden floor, 
but fresh earth constantly dug over or renew- 
ed. ‘Tear out of the building every cleat or 
board that leaves a joint wherein vermin can 
hide. Wash the house with hot lime-wash and 
fill every crack. Pass the roosting poles 
througb a fire of straw or scald them, and soak 
them every week with lard and kerosene oil or 
crude petroleum. Anoint the lousy hens with 
lard and carbolis acid of kerosene oil beneath 
the wings. In the same way make the hens’ 
nests clean and free from vermin. Such a vig- 
orous campaign against the enemy routed them 
completely from our fowls; and with a good 
range and fresh stations each day for the coops 
and persistence in these preventive measures 
we never had one case of gapes amongst sev- 
eral hundred chicks or any lice on our hens af- 
terwards. ‘Tumble down sheds and roosts over 
hog pens or filth will certainly harbor lice, but 
in decent houses specially appropriated to them 
fowls will rid themselves of any vermin that 
may annoy them; and fowls decently kept pay 
weil for the decent accomodation.

Care of Calla Lilies. 


A flower-grower whose lilies are said to be ‘the 
wonder and admiration of the village’’ writes as 
follows: 

**I keep my lilies growing all summer, set out 
on the ground near my dining-room door, in som:- 
what shady places, because I think them such fine 
plants to look at. I have not repotted mine for five 
years, but every spring and autuma I dig out some 
soil and put in new, mostly the black, soft, velvety 
muck that aboundsin our swamps. I let from 
four to six bulbs live in the same large pot. I 
used to think only one bulb of either Calla or 
Amaryllis must occupy a pot. From each bulb | 
have four flowers in a season, and sometimes more, 
and treated in this way my Callas have been in bud 
and blossom ten months of the year, or from Sep- 
tember to July inclusive. Wheal repot Amaryl 
lis to get bulbs to give to my friends, | often lose 
a season’s flowering. Oue that I distarbed last 
summer missed its autumn flowering, and the 
other, not disturbed, gave me four stalks of gor- 
geous, lily-like flowers.’’

Meats. 


When a joint of meat comes from market, it is 
well to cut it up at once. Separate your roasting 
piece. Cut up the part for steaks, and put away 
in your coolest place what is left, to cook after- 
ward, Take out the bones you mean to make a 
soup of, and boil them soon, as they will not keep 
as well as the meat. 

It is impossible to say how long meat mast be 
cooked—much depends on the fire; coal gives out 
more heat than wood; beside, persons differ in 
what meat well done means. Red meat, like beef, 
must be cooked rarer than white meat, as pork. A 
good way to find how much done it is, is to stick a 
skewer in near the bone: if blood follows, itis pot 
done. Gravy for roast meat is made by yp 
some browned flour in, also salt and pepper an 
boiling water. 

lo irying meat, lard is better than butter. Mut- 
ton and beef suet are good; when the lard seems 
hot, try it by throwing in a mite of bread. 

When boiling meat or poultry, skim it often, or 
the meat will he dark: keep it boiling. Pat fresh 
meat into boiling water, salt meat into cold; allow 
& quarter of an hour for every |b. of meat. 

in roasting poultry or birds, be careful to baste 
and turn often. The back, having little flesh, re- 
quires little cooking.

Any cake having the “‘sponge’’ 
characteristic must be made of well-beaten eggs, 
however few they may be.

The Defence. 

When persons accused of misdemeaners are 
arraigned before a legal tribunal, however con- 
vincing against them the testimony may seem, 
they are entitled to the benefits of a defence. 
In like manner, when our public men are ar- 
raigned at the bar of the country for any 
abuse of power with which they have been en- 
trusted, they are entitled to be heard in their 
own behalf. 

The leadership in the passage of the retro- 
active salary bill, we believe is now unanimous- 
ly accorded to Gen. B. F. Butler, and it is not 
probable that in the future, the honor of that 
leadership will ever be contested. After a long 
silence Mr. Butler has spoken, and in a seven 
column article in his organ, the Charleston 
Chronicle, he lays before the country the rea- 
sons which prompted him to introduce and ad- 
vocate that odious measure. 

There are doubtless those who live under the 
shadow of Mr. Butler’s wing and who are the 
constant recipients of his favors, who will be 
pleased to accept of this statement in full jus- 
tification of his aets; or perhaps this class, 
without this defence, were already convinced 
of the purity of his motives and the justice of 
his cause. There is another class who will read 
his defence who may not be «ble to answer all 
his sophistical arguments, but whose natural 
instincts of justice and right will prompt them 
to differ greatly ‘rom Mr. Butler’s conclusions. 
Mr. Batler is a shrewd lawyer and knows how 
to use language to cover up his real meaning 
as well as any one else, but in this defence he 
betrays the extreme weakness of his case and 
displays much less ingenuity than common. 
It isa trick well known among lawyers, to 
make up for the defects of a bad cause by 
abusing the opposing counsel. Mr. Butler bas 
always been famous for adopting this device 
and has availed himself of it to the fullest ex- 
tent in the matter under consideration. 

In this long document, there is much that is 
irrelavent, much that has no bearing upon the 
question at issue; stripped of all this there 
are three points that Mr. Butler attempts to 
make which may be regarded as pertinent to 
the subject. He says that Congressmen should 
have as high or a higher salary than members 
of the Supreme Oourt, but the reasons which 
he gives are by no means satisfactory. The 
Supreme Court is composed of a very few men 
who are selected for their great legal attain- 
ments and who after their appointment are ex- 
pected to devote their entire time to the duties 
of their office. They are barred from engag- 
ing inany other pursuit and cannot add to 
their income by any professional labor. How 
is it with Congressmen? The great mass of 
them, in ability are not above mediocrity, their 
official duties do not occupy half their time, 
they have no duties of hospitality or ceremon- 
ial dignity to pertorm and can live as frugally 
as they please without aspersion. When not 
engaged in their official duties, there is noth- 
ing to prevent them from employing their time 
in other lucrative pursuits, which we think 
most of them do. No man knows better how 
to do this better than Gen. Butler. 

Mr. Butler’s second point is that the salary 
bill equalized the compensation of members of 
Congress rather than increased it, and there- 
fore it was a just measure. We do not deny 
that the mileage system was unjust and operat- 
ed unequally, but could not this evil have been 
corrected without a general increase of sala- 
ries. 

Mr. Stewart of Nevada, under the old mile- 
age system drew eighteen thousand dollars, 
but could not this have been reduced to a rea- 
sonable limit without increasing the pay of 
others? We certainly fail to see any connec- 
tion between the two propositions. The ag- 
gregate of the pay-roll of the House and Sen- 
ate is much greater under the present than 
under the former law, and here is where the 
equalization argument again fails. 

It is not of a few thousand dollars that the 
people complain. It is because salaries were 
increased which were believed to be sufficient 
before, and the bill was so drafted as to offer a 
bribe of five thousand dollars more or less to 
retiring members who weuld not have voted 
for the measure without this consideration. 
It was just as clearly bribery as it would have 
been if the money they received had come from 
any other source. The amount of this back 
pay has nothing to do with the question, 
which is purely one of principle. It is a qucs- 
tion of justice and faithfulness to duty on the 
one hand and of fraud and betrayal of trust 
on the other. 

Mr. Batler’s third point is that the action of 
the last Congress was in accordance with pre- 
cedent. As to the fact of this allegation, there 
is no question, but whether this can be cited 
in justification of the salary bill, is a matter 
about which there may be a difference of opin- 
ion. In 1866 a bill was passed increasing the 
compensation of Congressmen which was re- 
troactive in its effect. The affair created con- 
siderable’ excitement and the judgment of the 
country pronounced it all wrong. But the 
Congressional pay previous to that was low, 
perhaps too low, and so the matter was allowed 
to subside. The bill of 1866 was passed dur- 
ing the first session of Congress and not at the 
last moment of the last session when the time 
was limited, and everything was on the high 
pressure principle. This impairs the parallel 
between the two cases and equally impairs the 
precedent. 

It is this last proposition which affords Mr. 
Butler an opportunity to display his peculiar 
talents, for it enables him to heap abuse on 
others. But does this strengthen his case? 
Oan a man seek umbrage for his misdeeds un- 
der the evil deeds of another? The truth of 
the negative of this proposition is as old as the 
moral law. . 

Mr. Butler closes his defence with the fol- 
es specimen of high-toned writing: 

“If what I have done in regard 
ure has tended to convince the austen Ga 
ple that whatever of their interests may be 
confided to my care will be acted upon accord- 
ing to the dictates of my judgment and con- 


i ess of all consequences persun- 
al to myself; that my counts vil be onward 
and forward, true to the ration’s good, of 
whatever of personal hazard or under w 

ver pressure to cause me to swerve from the 
right, so that they will know where to look in

Tux Prestpenr’s Visir. We mentioned the 
fact last week that President Grant had ac- 
cepted an invitation from Speaker Blaine to 
visit him at his home in this city and that 
Tuesday of this week had been designated as 
the probable time. 

The Presidential party consisting of Presi- 
dent Grant, his daughter Nellie Grant and his 
two youngest sons, Gen. Babcock, the Presi- 
dent's private Seeretary and Hon. Simon Cam- 
eron, United States Senator from Pennsylvania, 
left Boston Tuesday Morning by special train, 
made up of an engine, a baggage and a Pullman 
parlor car, under the charge of Postmaster Burt 
of Boston and arrived in Augusta at twenty min- 
utes past four. There was a large crowd of people 
from the rural districts in the city who had 
come to visit the circus and menagerie which 
was exhibiting at the time, and long before the 
hour arrived when the train was expected quite 
a namber had gathered at the depot, anxious 
to get a glimpse of the distinguished visitors. 

Mr. Blaine met the party at the depot on 
the arrival of the train and directed the Presi- 
dent to an open barouche which they both en- 
tered. Carriages were also in waiting to re- 
ceive the other members of the party, when ul 
proceeded to the palatial residence of Speaker 
Blaine on State street. Much to the regret of 
all, Mrs. Grant was prevented from accom- 
panying the President by the illness of her 
father. At half past nine o’clock the Presi- 
dent was serenaded by the Augusta Band. 
Quite a crowd had assembled, and the Presi- 
dent was cheered and loudly called but did not 
make his appearance. On being called, Speak- 
er Blaine came out and simply remarked that 
he came to speak in behalf of his honored 
guest who wished his visit to Augusta to be re- 
garded as of astrictly private and social nature 
and wished for no public demonstrations what- 
ever. The crowd then dispersed. ° 

Wednesday at twelve o’clock the President 

visited the United States Arsenal. Senator 
Hamlin had arrived on the 11:30 train, and he 
and Senator Morrill joined the party. At the 
house os the commandant Major Whittemore, 
they alighted and were introduced to a few in- 
vited guests by Speaker Blaine, when a colla- 
tion was served up and the party were very 
agrecably entertained by Major and Mrs. Whit- 
temore. A salute of twenty-one guns was 
fired, in honor of the President. 
Every one spoke in the highest terms of the 
appearance of the Arsenal grounds, which cer- 
tainly never looked more beautiful. The Maj-7 
or and his accomplished lady moved with ease 
and grace among their guests, and omitted 
none of those attentions which go to make such 
an entertainment thoroughly enjoyable. 

After the entertainment the Presidents’ par- 
ty re-entered their carriages and proceeded to 
Togus where they will be entertained by Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Tilton. 

The Reception tendered by Gov. Perham in 
behalf of the State, to the President on 
Wednesday evening was largely attended. 
The State House was brilliantly lighted and the 
people began to gather soon ‘after dark. The 
Reception was held in the Governor’s private 
room. The crowd passed up the south stairs 
and into the Reception Room and after being 
introduced to the President they passed into 
the Council Chamber and out across the por- 
tico to the north stairs where they descended. 
The hand shaking occupied a full hour. There 
were present in the Reception Room besides 
President Grant and Gov. Perham, Miss Nellie 
Grant, Mrs. Perham, Speaker Blaine, Govern- 
or Morrill and their ladies, Senator Hamlin and 
several others. 

The crowd which was made up of geu tlemen 
and ladies with a large sprinkling af children, 
seemed to enjoy the occasion and doubtless to 
see a live President and take him by the hand 
was an important event in the lives of many. 
To enjoy this privilege, some came ten or 
twelve miles across the country and returned 
after it was over. The President spoke but 
few words during the ceremony and seemed to 
feela great throb of relief when it was all 
over. Hand-shaking is a pleasant method of 
greeting one’s friends, but it becomes some- 
what monotonous at the end of an hour. 

The President will dine with Senator Mor- 
rill this (Thursday) afternoon and this even- 
ing Speaker and Mrs. Blaine will receive their 
friends at their house. Five hundred invita- 
tions have been issued and it will doubtless be 
one of the most brilliant parties ever given in 
this city. . 

On Friday morning the President’s party 
with Governor Perham, Senators Morrill and 
Hamlin anda few other invited guests will 
leave Augusta for an excursion to Mt. Desert. 

The President will return to Augusta Satur- 
day, and spend the Sabbath with Speaker 
Blaine. On Monday he will leave for the 
White Mountains by the way of Portland and 
North Conway. 


te The ell and stable of a house owned 
and occupied by Miss Weld in Brunswick, was 
burned by fire Friday. morning.

Association with other religious denomina- 
tions in the worship of God, the toleration and 
support of Sabbath Schools, or ‘‘First Day 
Schools,’’ as they prefer to call them, and the 
holding of meetings for the purpose of seek- 
ing a ‘“‘revival’’ of God’s work, are among the 
more important particulars in which the revo- 
lationists have departed from the ancient dis- 
cipline of the church. These innovations are 
looked upon by the men who cling unyielding- 
ly to the peculiar tenets and practices of the 
Friends with a degree of abhorrence that is 
surprising to those alone who have never ob- 
served the singular vehemence with which re- 
ligious opinions have always been assailed or 
defended. The indignation of en old-school 
Quaker, when he hears, in a meeting called 
and conducted by his own bretheren, the voive 
of men of the world raised in prayer or exhor- 
tation and even hymns of praise chanted in 
the intervals hitherto consecrated to sacred si- 
lence, is only comparable with that of a Bour- 
bon when he sees the red cap of the mob 
crowded over the brow of his monarch, or that 
of a Japanese nobleman when he beholds the 
foreigner approach his sovereign unchallenged. 
Indeed the leaders of the old school refuse to 
countenance even by their presence the gath- 
erings, called ‘‘General Meetings,’ in which 
the new departure is signalized in a manner 
most offensive to their feelings. These Gener- 
al Meetings are of recent origin, and resemble 
in most particulars the ‘‘protracted meetings’’ 
which the Methodists have in times past found 
the most efficient means of propagating their 
doctrines and strengthening the'r church. The 
‘*New Lights”’ assimilate easily and naturally 
with the disciples of Wesley, and it is to them 
that their gatherings owe a large part of their 
enthusiasm and practical success. 

In this quarterly meeting the leader of the 
conservatives, who stays to ‘‘ watch the canoes,”’ 
like Charles O’Conor and his regular Democrats 
in the last Presidential campaign, is John D.

The Boston & Maine now claim that they 
have proper and strong ground upon which to 
fight the battle in thecourts. It is the opinion 
of many, however, that the move was made 
with the view of influencing legislation next 


winter. 
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Tue Case or Cottecror Roperts. Tuesday 
morning of last week Collector Barnabas M. 
Roberts of Belfast, was arraigned before U. S. 
Commissioner Clifford in Portland, on a crimi- 
nal complaint made by Mr. J. Y. McClintock, 
charging him with engaging in commerce while 
holding the commission of Collector of Belfast, 
and carrying on the business of trade, being 
owner of a sea-going vessel. The complaint 
was founded on the acts of 1789, 1791, 1792 
and 1799. 

The Court ruled that the act of 1789, which 
was the act establishing the Treasury Depart- 
ment, has no application to collectors of the 
revenue, since its scope was expressly limited 
to officers therein enumerated, and collectors 
are not named and were not contemplated by 
the act. The act of 1791 authorized the em- 
ployment of clerks in the Treasury, but has 
nothing to do with collectors. , The act of 1792 
provided for collectors of revenue, and prohib- 
ited them only from trading in the funds of the 
States or of the United States; and even that 
prohibition was subsequently repealed. The 
act of 1799 does forbid collectors from engag- 
ing in commerce, but the penalty provided in 
the act can only be recovered by a civil suit; 
the act does not authorize a criminal proced- 
ure. The Court further held, upon the testi- 
mony, that if the statute had justified any 
criminal process, there was no evidence to show 
reasonable and probable cause to believe the 
defendant guilty of the charge. 

The defendant was accordingly discharged.

Great Fire in Portland.

Portland has again been visited bye conflag- 
ration, which, with the exception of the mem- 
orable fire of 1866, is the most ‘disastrous ever 
known in that city. In about two hours, pro- 
perty to the value of more than six hundred 
thousand dollars was destroyed. The loss in- 


the | cluded a large warehouse and grain clevator 
of | filled with grain, storehouses and valuable 


wharves, and three steamers. 

From the Portland Press of Monday morn- 
ing, we gather the following facts and inci- 
dents: 

A few minutes after two o’clock, p. m., an 
alarm of fire was sounded. Other alarms rap- 
idly followed, and people scarcely knew where 
to go, but all bent their course towards the wa- 
ter, and a continually ascending smoke in the 
rear of Galt’s block soon determined the direc- 
tion they should take. As they broke through 
Commercial street to Galt’s wherf, three steam- 
ers were seen enveloped in flames, while the 
wharf and its sheds were a sheet of fire, so quick 
had the conflagration spread. 

The fire originated in some bales of excelsior 
which were stowed in the extreme end of Galt’s 
wharf. It was probably caused by a spark from 
the pipe of an idiot. The flames sprang up un- 
der the feet of receiving clerk J. W. Clapp, of 
the Maine Steamship Co. He made an attempt 
to stamp it out, failing in which he sprang to 
the hand hose, fastended it to the hydrant and 
attempted to use it. Before he could get a 
stream in, the shed was enveloped in flames and 
he was compelled to flee for his life. All this 
did not take up five minutes. The bales of ex- 
celsior communicated sparks to the dry timbers 
of the shed which were on fire as soon as touch- 
ed. Mr. Cammett the clerk of the Company, 
at the first alarm attempted to save the books, 
which were in the office in the upper story of 
the shed, but before he could mount the stairs 
the fire was upon him. The sheet of flame with 
almost inconceivable rapidity swept down to 
the steamer Dirigo, which lay directly across 
the foot of the wharf, and in an instant the red 
tongues were licking her rigging and the com- 
bustible material upon her deck. As soon as 
her crew perceived their danger they made a 
rush for the wharf, but the broad sheet of fire 
with edges of dense smoke which the leeward 
wind brought down drove them back. The un- 
fortunate men then sought the life preservers, 
but found them already charred and useless; no 
resource but to leap for their lives was left them 
but they availed themselves of it. The fire 
burned away the fastenings of the Dirigo and 
she drifted down in front of the slip between 
Galt’s and Atlantic wharf, just as the Carlotta 
was coming out. 

From the shed of the Maine Steamship Com- 
pany the flames extended to the city and to the 
sea. While on the one hand they enveloped 
the ill-fated Dirigo, on the other they struck 
the great grain elevator of the Grand Trunk, 
streamed up her sheet-iron sides, and found 
entrance through the windows of her roof. The 
heat now became intense on Atlantic wharf, 
and it was ascertained that the shipping was 
in imminent danger. The Falmouth moored at 
the east side of Atlantic wharf was immedi- 
ately let loose and successfully carried down 
stream. The Chase had as good success. The 
Montreal lying across the end of the wharf 
had the fates against her. The lines were cast 
off from her and a bow line attached to the ad- 
jacent wharf. Justas the burning Dirigo came 
sweeping down, this bow line broke and the 
Mont swinging about, drifted to her doom. 
The two boats e entangled and floated out 
in the stream together. At thismomenta new 
element was added to the conflagration. The 
Carlotta which lay in the slip between the two 
wharves was cast off and sent out to escape the 
danger. As she came outof the slip the Diri- 
go and the Montreal in fiery embrace, floated 
past her bows. The flames caught her rig- 
ging and in a few moments she too became en- 
tangled with the burning mass. All this time 
(and it was very short), the crew of the Dirigo 
were floundering about in the water with nev- 
er a boat of the many in the harbor offering to 
assist. The water was dotted with heads. 
Every few moments some poor unfortunate 
would throw up his arms, give his death shriek 
and sink for the last time. After a while some 
boats induced by promises and compelled by 
threats, put out to their relief andall but five 
of the sixteen struggling wretches were rescued. 

The burning steamers floated out into the 
stream, became separated and drifted down the 
harbor. The Dirigo and the Carlotta drifted 
about Bug Light for a time and then swept 
round to the further side of the breakwater. 
There the Blue Light, Prof. Baird’s tug fast- 
ened on to the Carlotta and towed her up by 
Cushing’s point. The Dirigo went into Spring 
Point Ledge, where she soon sunk. The Mon- 
treal drifted out to sea, but was taken in charge 
of by the Express, and beached on Cusbing’s 
Island. 

The scene in the harbor wasappalling. The 
vessels which lay at the burning wharves put 
out into the harbor, where they had much di- 
ficulty in escaping the fire-ship. 

While this scene was transpiring in the har- 
bor, the flames were leaping from building to 
building along the wharves. The great grain 
elevator containing 32,249 bushels of corn and 
1,765 bushels of oats, became a nest of fire. 
Streams from the steam fire engines were di- 
rected against it without avail. All now be- 
came excitement on Atlantic wharf and the 
Grand Trunk sheds beyond. Barrels of flour, 
of mackerel, and of kerosene and a great 
quantity of miscellaneous freight stored upon 
the wharves, were got at, taken away _ 
drays or thrown into the water. But before 
the men got fairly at work the flames were 
upon them. A slender line of white smoke 
crawled along the ridge-pole of the Portiand 
Steam Packet Company’s freight shed, and in 
afew moments after fire was breaking from 
every portion of the building. There were the 
offices of the packet company, a U.S. bonded 
warehouse, the rigging loft of Alvin Neal, and 
the sheds of the Halifax steamers. Very short- 
ly it was seen that all efforts to save the wharf 
would ~rove futile, and the attention of the 
fire department was turned to the protection 
of the Grand Trunk freight depot, in which 
was stored a great quantity of kerosene oil. 
Here the chief point of resistance was made. 
The firemen fought like heroes and the man 
citizens around worked manfully and well. 
While the firemen were doing their best, the 
G. T. freight house was cleaned of its con- 
tents. The heat along the track was intense, 
and the train of cars caught fire twice. At 
last, after two hours of hard fighting the flames 
were gotten under and the contest was at an 
end. 

A careful estimate of the loss reduces it con- 
siderably below the figures given during the 
excitement of the conflagration, and it now 
foots up $600,000, distributed about as follows:

In imagining a Japanese hotel, good reader,

Blissful, indeed, is the thought as 
weenter the Japanese hotel that neither the 
typical servant-girl nor the American hotel- 
clerk is to be found here. The landlord comes 
to meet us, and, falling on his hands and knees, 
bows his head to the floor. One or two of the 
pretty girls out ot the bevy usually seen in 
Japanese hotels comes to assist us and take our 
traps. Welcomes, invitations and plenty of fun 
greet us as we sit down to take off our shoes, 
as all good Japanese do, and as those filthy 
foreigners don’t, who tramp on’ the clean mats 
with muddy boots. We standup unshod, and 
are led by the laughing girls along the smooth 
corridors, across an arched bridge which spans 
aD open space in which isa rookery, garden, 
and pond stocked with goldfish, turtles, and 
marine plants. The room which our fair guides 
choose for us is at the rear end of the house, 
overlooking the grand scenery for which Kanozan 
is justly famous all over the empire. Ninety- 
nine valleys are said to be visible from_the 
mountain-top on which the hotel is situated, 
and we suspect that multiplication by ten would 
scarcely be an exaggeration. A world of blue 
water and pines, and the detailed loveliness of 
the rolling land, form a picture which I lack 
power to paint with words. The water seemed 
the type of repose, theearth of motion.—From

The Habit of Reading. 


“T wave no time to read,’’ is the common 
complaint, and especially of women, whose oc- 
cupations are such as to prevent continuous 
book persual. They seem to think, because 
they do not devote as much attention to books as 
they are compelled to devote to other avocations, 
that they cannot read anything. But this is 
a great mistake. It isn’t the books we finish 
at a sitting which always do us the most good. 
Those we devour in the odd moments, half a 
dozen pages at a time, often give us more sat- 
isfaction, and are more thoroughly digested 
than those we make a particular effort to read. 
The men who have made their mark in the 
world have generally been the men who have 
in boyhood tormed the habit of reading at every 
available moment, whether for five minutes or 
five hours. 

It is the habit of reading rather than the 
time at our command that helps ns on the road 
to learning. Many of the most cultivated per- 
sons, whose names have been famous as stu- 
dents, have only two or three hours a day to 
their books. If we make use of spare minutes 
in the midst of our work, and read a little, if 
but @ page or a paragraph, we shall find our 
brains quickened and our toil lightened by just 
so much increased satisfaction as the book gives 
us. Nothing helps along the monotenous daily 
round so much as fresh and striking thoughts, 
to be considered while our hands are busy. A 
new idea from a new volume is like oil which 
reduces the friction: of the machinery of life. 
What we remember from brief glimpses into 
books often serves as astimulus to action, and 
becomes one of the most precious deposits in 
the treasury of our recollection. All knowl- 
edge is made up of small parts, which would 
seem insignificant in themselves, but which, 
taken — are valuable weapons for the 
mind and substantial armor fer the soul. ‘Read 
anything continuoasly,’’ says Mr. Johnson, 
‘tand you will be learned.”’ ‘The odd minutes 
which we are inclined to waste, if carefully 
availed of for instruction, will, in the long run, 
make golden hours and golden days that we 
shall be ever thankful for.--Scribner’s.
